:lnt6 of April 2-L says that Ghristinuity ia 
tlill tx forbidden religion in Japan, though 
practical toleration is eujoyeil to somo ex- 
;eufc, ns will bo scon by the following ac- 
count: 


"No bmlding can be hired for Christian 


services, no Christian can be buried except 
through tho intervention of n Buddhist or 
Shinto priest, without rendering the rein- 
Lives of the deceased and others participat- 
ing iu the service subject to a fine or im- 
prisonment. 
In most of the open ports tho 


missionary (.-.Impels can be hired in the nanio 
of a foreigner, such being not amendable to 
Japanese law, ami there has been for a loui.; - 
Lime no restraint upon tho natives gathering 
in such places of worship.

it is possible for a Japanese to open bis own 
house as a chapo in Yokohama, and to put a 
notice 
over the door 
inviting all who 


wish to attend the services iieid 
with- 


in. Such services have been held twice 
on tho sabbath and once during the week, 
with open doors, for two-thirds of a ye.ir 
past without one word of complaint, ex- 
cepting that at tho ontseb fin officer of tho 
govtrousont took exceptions to the form of 
the notice of invitation.

Ho wassentouccd to Siboria,but 
tho court will intercede with tho eiuperor.so 
that he will only be confined in a fortress 
for two years, without degradation or loss of 
any rights. Now this savage tragedy and 
absurdly mild punishment avo tho result of 
that antagonism between Iho military men 
and the civilians which still characterises 
SuMian life, and of llussinn militaoy views 
about duelling. The original cause of quar- 
rel, or rather the pretext, was a miserable 
question of a choir for a lady at a ball.
